The bill was drawn by
Judge Clopton at the direction of a spe¬
cial committee appointed from the Coun-

I eil at the request of tlie Business Men's
Association. The bill authorizes the sub-
mittal of the question to a \'Ote of the
people, at the spring election, and if then
carried will go into effect on July 1st,
1932. The most important provisions are

concerning the city government, creating
a. Board of Aldermen and a division of
the wards.

Dr. Thomson and. Others to Speak at

the Bijou.Last Nijjht's Address.
The Executive Committee of the Sunday

Observance League met yesterday after¬
noon at the Y. M. C. A. Hall. A zoail
deal of routine work was attended to in
connection with the present campaign.
One of the most important matters was
the arranging for a great mass-meeting
of men at the Bijou Theatre next Sunday
afternoon.

Dr. Thomson delivered his sixth address

last night at tiie First Presbyterian
Church. Notwithstanding the inclemency
of the night, there was a good congrega¬
tion present, and Dr. Thomson's address
was much enjoyed. He dealt with the
objections as to the practicability of Sun¬
day observance in tihe. present busy and
intensely commercial periodi He claimed
thai all railroad labor could be- dispensed
with and yet all the necessary demands
of commerce be met. He· gave testimony
of railroad managers to prove his theory.
He gave instances of some of the busiest
men of the country who did not use the
Sunday train, and argued if they could
get along without it, all the rest of the
people could do without it.
Dr. Thomson asserted that there was

no neexl of Sunday mail, and referred to
some of the busiest men in the land who
never used tfho Sunday mail. He claimed
that six editions of the daily paper were
all that were needed and although having
no quarrel with tlie morning papers of
Richmond, he felt it would be better if
they were issued as the Chicago Record
and two London dailies, the Mai! and the
Telegraph. None of these papers issue
on Sunday, but on Monday, leaving Sun¬
day as a day free'from secularity.
He argued against the Sunday drug

store, and believed Chat all the necessities
could be met by an office hour morning
and afternoon, or by doing s> in London,
with its 6,000,000, the druggist merely
putting up a placard stating where he is
so the people can. go after him if titey
need a prescription tilled.
Dr. Thomson argued against running

blast furnaces or iron works, and showed
that no loss couldl be sustained in a year
by banking the fires on Saturday night.
"God's law of six days'labor and one of

rest was» made not for the Jews only, but
for all men for all times ani ail condi¬
tions. The fancied necessities must be
eliminated, and the general rest given to
all 'tihe people.
